Withdrawal of Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claim 7 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to JOHNSON et al. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
#5,390,466 to JOHNSON et al. JOHNSON et al. discloses the use of a shearwall (10) 
including a central diaphragm having a top (T) and bottom (B) edge and first (F) and 
second (S) ends defining the height and width of the diaphragm, and a corrugated 
section (12,14) extending between the top (T), bottom (B), first (F) and second (S) 
edges/ends, see below, and a channel (60). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9,11,14,15,17,18 and 24-37 are allowed.
